THE HILL-AIRE HOMES INC., a 
California corporation, has recently re- 
quested the City Council of Albany to 
rezone portions of the upper part of 
Albany Hill. The company has leased 
an office at 1058 Solano Ave. We sin- 
cerely urge any residents or property 
owners of the city to visit our office 
between the hours of 9-12 a.m. and 1-4 
p.m., for any inquiry they may have rel- 
ative to our project. 

For the benefit of those who cannot 
come in we set forth here a brief de- 


scription of our program. 

This company re purchased 150 lots in Blocks 
8, 9, 10, 11, 12 of the hill. Representatives of the 
company have devoted 6 months of time and a sub- 
stantial amount of money in a study of the property 
to determine its probable best use. 


In submitting our request for rezon- 
ing we have projected the results of our 
research into housing in the lower semi- 
flat areas, apartment buildings in the 
upper steep areas, and a luxury hotel 
on the summit. We believe the western 
type hotel and dinner house will be a 
great asset to the city from the stand-> 
‘point of added tax revenue and business 
volume. We made a canvas of the bus- 
iness district along Solano and San Pab- 
lo Aves. during the month of August 
this year. We found 14 vacant stores 
for lease. The only way to offset this 
condition is to stimulate new business. 
We believe a fine hotel with the servi- 
ces, supplies, personal and trade attend- 
ant to such an establishment will pro- 
duce new business for the city of Al- 
bany. 


Our ten proposed apartment buildings will add 
another 200 to 300 purchasers of qroceries, drugs, 
clothing and other supplies. as well as services of 
all descriptions. These of course include the services 
of doctors, dentists and lawyers. 


Our program will leave this ancient 
landmark unchanged in size and shape. 
We will preserve the natural beauty of

the hill. For the benefit of those who 
have not researched the history of Al- 
bany Hill, it is mentioned in California 
history as early as 1820. The hill then 
was the geographic marker between the 
Peralta Rancho and the Rancho San 
Pablo-lIt is referred to as the smooth lit- 
tle hill near the edge of the water where 
the creek flows on the beach. Fhis area 
was under the rule of the King Gf Spain, 
and part of the Spanish empire. On Aug. 
16, 1820 Sergeant Luis Peralta in cojm- 
pany with 2 of his sons and_ Iggacio 
Martinez, who was the king’s represen- 
tative, rode on horseback to a point on 
the creek bank near the hill. Sergeant 
Peralta spoke to the king's representa- 
tives and said: “To this point Senior I 
want possession.”’ He was later grant- 
ed the land he wished for and the mas- 
sive Peralta Rancho of 48,000 acres 
was complete. The area included all the 
land that is now Albany, Berkeley, Em- 
eryville, Oakland, Piedmont, Alameda 
and San Leandro. The historical name 
of Albany Hill is “El Cerrito De San 
Antonio” which translated means “The 
Little Hill of Saint Anthony.” In calling 
Alhany Hill, El Cerrito Hill or Cerrito 
Hill one is saying the little hill, hill for 
“El Cerrito” or just ‘Cerrito’ mean lit- 
tle hill. 


Cerrito Creek is named after the hill as is the city 
of El Cerrito. 

If you come into our office we cari show you 
aerial photographs of the Bay Area including Al- 
bany Hill and we believe you too will be convinced 
as we are that the summit of this little hill should
